REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens 
of the Piermont School District: 

The teaching. staff is entirely new to the district 
this present school year 1931-1932. A. Elwin Kubler, a 
normal school graduate and a teacher of a number ot 
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years’ experience was appointed to the grammar room, 
and Hazel Sanborn, Plymouth Normal graduate, to the 
primary room. Earl Jenkins, of Keene Normal and the 
University of New Hampshire, was appointed to the 
Rodimon school. He has had considerable experience 
in teaching. Mrs. Flay Kubler, -a normal graduate of 
successful experience, is teaching at the Brook school. 
The instruction of the district is, in my judgment, su- 
perior for a rural community. The modern philosophy 
of education is that a child can learn only by its-own 
activity. This theory is generally accepted throughout 
the public schools of the country, and is the basis of the 
instruction and supervision of the district. The Super- 
intendent has met with the teachers as a group to dis- 
cuss educational problems and procedure in the ctass- 
room. The teachers have co-operated splendidly, and 
valuable discussion taken place. Standard tests com- 
pared with those of a year ago show improvement in 
general scholarship, and there are individual cases of 
marked progress. 

In my last annual report I] recommended the dis- 
continuation of the Rodimon school, there seeming to 
be at that time prospect of less than 10 pupils. The 
School Board met. with the people of the district andwit 
was very pleasing ‘to find many*people interested in the 
matter. The Board explained its position in the matter, 
but it appearing that there would be 12 pupils, more or 
less, and that their transportation presented peculiar lo- 
cal problems, the Board voted to defer the closing of 
the school this year. When this is eventually done the 
parents will more fully understand the reasons as a re- 
sult of the meeting. During the present school year the 
community of the Rodimon school wired the building 
and the Board voted to furnish electricity. 

During the summer a new modern wire fence was 
installed around the village school yard, and the furn- 
ace thoroughly repaired. “During the year a metal safe 
has been purchased for the safe keeping of permanent 
records.
